Admission Requirements: 

# Minimum Age: 19 years 

You must demonstrate you have an intermediate level/ 
level 4 in English with Tamwood Career’s online written test 
(http://tamwood.com/ils.asp) AND admission interview, or by 
presenting evidence of having achieved any of the following: 
CEFR Bl, IELTS 4, TOEFL ibT 52-64, Cambridge PET (Merit) or 
Tamwood Language Centre’s level 4. 

Students who need to improve their English skills before getting 
admitted to a Tamwood Careers program can take English courses 
at Tamwood Language Centres. 

These minimum requirements cannot be waived by either the 
institution or the student. 

Assessment: 

All Tamwood Careers vocational courses are assessed through 
a combination of tools that may include examinations, essays, 
reports, group tasks, portfolios and/or presentations.

CO-OP WORK PLACEMENT 


The Diploma program includes a co- 
operative work term placement of 480 
hours which prepares you for a career 
in hospitality, service, tourism or other 
industries in a customer-facing role 
by enhancing your communication, 
cultural, professional and personal 
skills. Tamwood Careers will monitor 
your work placement to make sure 
you select a suitable facility that 
offers practical experience related to 
the content of the program. 

In the placement, you’ll be asked to 
apply and develop the essential skills 
taught in the classroom portion of 
the program. Co-op positions are 
typically low-skill, service positions 
in Vancouver, Whistler, other resorts 
areas of British Columbia, Alberta 
and (occasionally) Ontario. Typical 
positions include:

In selecting and 
working on their project, students will practice critical thinking, 
solving challenging problems, and developing skills such as oral 
communication, research skills, planning, self-sufficiency, and goal 
setting — valuable skills that are sought after by employers!
